Thomas Henry Huxley. 


(Harper’s Weekly:) Thomas Henry 
Huxley was born at Ealing, in Mid- 
dlesex, England, May 4, 1825, and died 
at Eastbourne on the 29th of June. To 
have lived 70 years was a compara- 
tively long existence for Huxley, for he 
had been in bad health ever since 1882; 
but physical distress never for a mo- 
ment impaired his mental vigor, 

Huxley’s father was one of the mas- 
ters of Ealing school, and the boy had 
the advantages of a sound rudimentary 
education. In after-life Huxley would 
declare that he owed much to his 
mother, and would expatiate on a trait 
she possessed—that of rapid: thinking, 
which faculty he prided himself on ex- 
ercising. In his biographical notes, 
unfortunately too sparse, Huxley in- 
sisted that his method of study had 
been desultory. What he liked he. 
studied, neglecting what was not to 
his taste. Probably Huxley was not a 


good judge of his nascent powers, for 


he seems to have mastered when young 
many topics, and besides that, when a 
lad, had acquired German and French. 

To ask, after all, the main question, 


“What did this man do?’—the answer 


comes. in part when his works are 
studied. His many volumes treat of 
physiology, biology, physiography, an- 
atomy; of science, general and special. 
Then there are his essays, many of 
which, and his best work, are not en- 
tirely scientific. It is in the role of a 
great teacher that Huxley’s fame will 
be perpetuated. 

How much he agreed or did not agree 
with Darwin is of the least importance. 
It was for his fine freedom of thought 
that Huxley is above all distinguisha- 
ble. His was a constant combat with 
superstition. This superstition, he he- 
lieved, “blocked the way of progress.” 
His was, he insisted, not a fight be- 
tween science and religion, but between 
science and theology.“ Referring to his 
theological contentions, he wrote that 
“he doubted whether any champion 
could be found whose competency 
would be recognized beyond the coterie 
to which it belonged.” It is a grievous 
blunder to insist that Huxley had no 


| reverence, for has he not written, Man 
| follows his higher nature when he wor- 


shivs his Maker?“ 

What Huxley particularly resented 
were the clumsy attacks directed to- 
wards him by slipshod personages. who 
sometimes were peers, 
bishops. In such cases he showed de- 
‘cided annoyance, and sometimes a mis- 
spent energy. His pen could be trench- 
ant, his irony cutting; but when he met 
A worthy foe he was courteous. There 
was an amusing passage-at-arms be- 
tween him and Lord Kelvin when the 
latter deduced the age of the earth 
from the retardation of the moon by ab- 
struse mathematical calculation. Mr. 
Huxley wrote that in mathematics you 
had a compound mill of exquisite work- 


manship, which ground vour stuff to]? 


any degree of fineness. Put in your 
mill peascods, and the yield never 
would be wheat flour. So pages of for- 
mulae will not get a definite result 
from loose data.“ 


As it was with the great World’s Falr, 
there may be men now sneering at the 
Atlanta exposition who will in time 
awaken to a sense of its interest to the 
nation.

While tne citizens of Los Angeles 
have scarcely ceased to hear the echoes 
resulting from the discussion of the 
famous fence on Alameda street, it is 
probable that a new fence problem 
will soon confront the City Council, 

who will be called upon to take cog- 
nizance of a fast-fncreasing evil car- 
ried on under the very noses of the city 
solons. 

For several weeks past the; officials 
wno frequent the City Hall have no- 
ticed, during the day, squads of young 
girls who enter the gate leading to the 
City Hall Park, pass through the 
grounds to the rear of the building and 
then mysteriously disappear as though 
swallowed up in some all-engulfing 
quicksand. The matter became so no- 
torious as to cause a vast amount of 
comment from the spectators who could 
not but notice the procedure and who, 

without positive knowledge upon the: 
subject, guessed what now proves to be 
the truth in the case.eA Times re- 
porter was yesterday stationed in the 
rear of the City Hall, during the mid- 
dle of the afternoon: to investigate the 
matter and ascertain the facts whith 
might lie hidden beneath the actions of 
the women and young girls who have 
been observed passing in procession, 
through the park and behind the City 
Hall. The reporter had not long to 
wait before a string of females skur- 
ried through the grounds only to dis- 
appear at the end of the passageway, 
down a flight ot steps leading to a room 
which fronts on Spring street. They 
were girls not over eighteen years old, 

respectable in appearance and not 
bearing at all the marks pertaining: to 
a dissipated and vicious life. After 
their entrance in the building: referred 
to, the reporter made a complete inves- 
‘tigation of the entire place, discovering 
that the passageway leads to a saloon, 
in the rear of which are twelve rooms 
partitioned off from the main room, and 


“occupied by these girls who pass from 


Broadway, through the City Hall Park 
into this suburb of hades. The rooms 
were filled when the reporter passed 
through, and the undesirability of his 
presence was evinced ‘by angry 
looks from peeping eyes ‘which were 
stationed at the-half closed ‘doors of the 
little rooms. The apartments above 
the saloon are notorious as constituting 
‘a bawdy house of the worst pattern, 
the rooms in the basement being s6im-: 
y an adjunct of the upper territory. 
‘The windows of the. rooms occupied 
by the female characters who frequent 
the place open upon the City Hall 
building and within twenty feet of the 
y Hall shameful practices are car- 
ried On, in plain sight of. whoever may 
chance to pass.in the rear of the build- 
ing. Mayor Rader has been taking 
cognizatice of the use which has been 
made of the City Hall entrance by these 
girls and sta yesterday that but for 
the fact that he will leave for the Hast 
before the Couneil meeting on next 
Monday, he would prepare a message 
to that body asking that a fence be 
erected in the rear of the City Hall to 


shutting out all communication from

not related. 

The C. D. Willard under indictment 
first showed up in Los Angeles about 
seven years ago as the manager or ad- 
vance agent of some theatrical com- 
pany. Charles Dwight Willard was at 
that time a reporter on one of the Los 
Angeles dailies and his mail often fell 
in the hands of the other C. D. Willard 
and vice versa, which Was quite an- 
noying to both. 

About a year ago, Charles Dwight 
Willard, who had meantime become 
widely known as a writer and secre- 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce, be- 
gan receiving his mail letters addressed 
C. D. Willard, se He opened 
them, of course, thinking they were in- 
tended for him as secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, but found they 
referred to some patent cosmetic known 
as Beauty Wonder“ or some such 
name. He investigated and found they 
were intended for his old double, who 
was secretary of an alleged Ladies 
Benefit Employment Company, or some 
sort of concern of that kind, with offices 
located over Lichtenberg’s art store 
on Main street. He looked up the face 
wash man and. suggestsed that each 
use his middle name in his correspon- 
dence instead of the mere initials C. D., 
and thus avoid getting each other’s 
mail, but the cosmetic vendor waxed 
wroth and said he was so well known 
among the business men of the com- 
munity that he proposed to continue to 
be known as C. D. Willard, evidently 
enjoying the prestige that went with 
the name of the secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The accused will probably be taken 
into the United States District Court 
to plead within a day or two.

They Are Charged with the Murder 


Tells What He Heard of a Prev- 
fous Proposition to Rob Nara- 
more of His Money. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. 13.~(Special Dis- 
patch.) The preliminary examination 
ot John, Ws and Caesar Cummings for 
the murder and robbery of T. C. Nara- 
more Saturday evening, August 3, was 
continued today. before Justice Cham- 
bers.

A Session That Was Was Full ot Prac- 
tical Value. 

Tuesday’s session of the W. 0. T. u.

A Thousand Pounds Honey—A New 
Forage Plant. 

“T’ve some interesting things to show 
you today,” said the turtle to the re- 
porter. He ambled briskly across the 
exhibit hall to the spot where the 
dried-fruit kiosk used to stand. “They 
are taking the kiosk to pieces to ship it 
to Atlanta. To fill its place J. H. 
Brodbeck, a resident of Los Angeles, 
has put up this pyramid of honey. 
Doesn’t it make your mouth water to 
look through the glass ends of those 
boxes? That pyramids five feet and a 
half in height, and contains 1000 pounds 
of California sage honey, the very best 
in the world. It all came from Mr. 
Brodbeck’s apiary at Calabasas.” 

Arizona led the way toward ‘the ele- 
phant. Here's something else you 
must look at, a specimen of the Austra- 
lian salt-plant. This piece was raised 
from seed imported from Australia by 
the agricultural department of the 
University of California. Some of the 
seed was sent to R. N. Walton, who 
lives at No. 609 East Second street, 
here in Los Angeles. He planted it in 
his yard and is delighted with the re- 
sult. He thinks it will make a very 
valuable forage plant, much better 
than alfalfa. Several crops can be 
raised every year, and from ten to 
twenty tons to the acre yearly. The 
plants grow to a larger size than al- 
falfa, but the stems aren’t nearly so 
tough and hard to chew: It’s very 
hardy and grows well even on alkali 
land. Best of all, it tastes much bet- 
ter than alfalfa, even though that is 
mighty good. I’ve eaten them both and 
I know.“ 7
